APPROVAL OF OPEN SESSION MINUTES

CHAIRMAN’S REPORT/COMMENTS 

The Chairman announced that the full 2019 Board meeting schedule is now known. The Board meeting 
dates were announced as follows: January 30th, March 1 st , April 18 th , June 13 th , August 1 st , September 
5 th , October 24 th , November 21 st and December 19 th .
